NOTE:  J.  Manouvrier  was  a French  engraver  in  New  Orleans  and  engraved 
only  this  one  note  for  the  Confederacy,  who  disliked  his  work.  In  spite  of  criticism 
one  would  have  to  look  a long  time  to  find  as  fine  moire  ribbon  effect  as  shown 
on  end  of  this  note.
